they aver Brown received 100 shares 
of stock for alleged services rendered, 
which, it is charged, was an attempt 
to vest in him the shares Fra- 
tuitously.

OSWEGO (N. Y.) Sept. 26.—Four 
members of the crew of the steamer 
Roberval of Ottawa, which foundered 
yesterday in'Lake Ontario, nine miles 
from here, were picked up late today 
on an improvised raft, after being 
buffeted by the sea for twenty hours 
without food. Two others reported 
missing were seen in a yaw! forty 
miles from here near the Canadian 
shore, it was reported tonight. This 
would indicate no lives were lost. 

The four rescued from the raft 
were Peter Eligh, captain of the 
Roberval; Delia Parent, cook; Joseph 
Parrisien, mate, and Marcel Semon- 
naiu, fireman. They declared that 
Henry Sequin, another fireman, 
a deckhand, 
who probably were saved in the yaw, 
were washed overboard from the 
Roberval with a deckload of lumber.

val, out the other line. 

Between these two roads there is 
& narrow ravine leading from Com- 
bles to Saillisel. This is the only 
exit left to the Germans and there 
is no road through it practicable 
for moving heavy material. More- 
over, it is under the dre of the allies’ 
light and heavy artillery, and from 
their new positions ‘on the Morval 
and Fregicourt roads both the allied 
machine guns and rifies sweep the 
ravine. 

A little farther to the east, by 
the capture of Hill No. 148 and Ran 
court, the French dominate the wood 
of St. Pierre Vaast, which the Ger- 
mans had powerfully fortified and 
where they had concentrated a large 
number of heavy batteries ‘to pre- 
vent the French from cutting off

court to the wood. This the Ger- 
mans had studded with machine 
guns. But from Rancourt the 
French now sweep it with their guns, 
while their lines are right in the 
border of the wood on the west, as 
well as on the soutH where Foch’s 
troops advanced between Rancourt 
and Bouchavesnes.

He 
thought this end would be obtained 
by peaceful means—through a com- 
mon understanding of the two peo- 
ples of the ideals and purposes of 
the other. He said the Japanese de- 
sired nothing of the United States 
except the same treatment accorded 
to other civilized peoples, and called 
“unjust and unfair“ the law which 
differentiates Japanese from the citi- 
zens of other foreign countries. 

He said America had profited by 
Japan’s control of the far eastern 
waters and that the United States 
would gain much by Japan's main- 
taining the “open door” in China, 
which he put forward as the sole 
aim of Takio's participation in the 
affairs of China.

Information was received here last 
night that Jack Graham, secretary 


of the Imperial irrigation district, 
with headquarters at El Centro, had 
fled into Mexico to avoid personal 
(Violence at the hands of ranchers 
who were exceedingly angry over his 
actions in connection with their at- 
tempts to recall members of the 


Mr. Graham was discharged from 
the position of secretary of the board 
yesterday morning, when it became 
apparent at the regular weekly 
meeting that he did not intend to 
be present, he having departed from 
the American side of the valley 
previously, in an automobile owned 
by the irrigation district. 

It is said that Mr. Graham’s leav- 
ing was hastened by threats of in- 
jury if he did not make public his 
reasons for certifying that the names 
on the three recall petitions against 
members of the irrigation district’s 
board of directors were insufficient. 

Mr. Graham has steadfastly re- 
fused to give any reason for his 
certification that the petitions were 
insufficient. In their efforts to learn 
just wherein the petitions were at 
fault, members of the faction circu- 
lating them beeame very angry at a 
meeting held last Friday night, and, 
it is said, that the treat was made 
in open meeting that personal harm 
might come to the secretary. a 

Later in the day, the City Marshal 
of El Centro took away from Mr. 
Graham a revolver he claimed to be 
carrying in self-defense. 

He was advised by friends to get 
out of town until the anger of the 
recall faction had cooled. He took 
the auto without the permission of 
the directors and left.

Following Friday's meeting it was

Americans and Japanese Must | 


Know Each Other. 


California hes’ Much to Gein 
by this Propaganda. 


The promotion of a better under+ 
standing with the people of Japan 
will innure to the political and com- 
mercial welfare of the United States 
in genera] and California in partic- 
ular. This was the dominant note 
sounded by speakers who addressed 
the first public meeting of the trans- 
Pacific Society, held at Christopher’s 
last night. | 

Herbert J. Goudge, treasurer of 
the society, spoke of the splendid 
ideals which are the fundamentals of 
the educational system of the Japa- 
nese. He enumerated these prin- 
ciples as filial respect, brotherly at- 
fection, benevolence, modesty, pur- 
suit of learning, love of the arts, a 
high moral and intellectual develop- 
ment, and a clear conception of the 
duties of citizenship. 

WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 

W. J. Ghent, secretary of the so- 
clety, dwelt on the numerous Japa- 
nese scares that have been given 
currency, referring particularily to 
the “Turtle Bay affair,” the numer- 
ous assertions of Japan's sinister de- 
signs on Lower California and the 


Panama Canal, and her reported in- 
terest in and secret aid to Mexico. 


He declared these were 
foundation in fact. 

Dr. J. 1 Scherer ene 
own intimate knowledge of the 
Japanese people, gained by a regi- 
dence among them for more than 
a décade as a teacher. He ridiculed 
the idea of Japan's having unfriend- 
ly designs on this country, pointing 
out that as the Japanese nation is 
essentially a commercial nation, de- 
pending on her foreign commerce 
for her very existence, and as the 
United States is her best customer, 
taking 31.81 per cent. of her exporta, 
a war with this country would be 
suicidal. 

JAPAN APPRECIATIVE. 

U. Oyama, Japanese Consul, made 
a brief address in which he pointed 
out that his country was anxious to 
promote good relations with the 
United States, because of the great 
opportuinties 
merce that this country afforded, and 
because his people had been taught 
to believe that they were deeply in- 
debted to the United States and are 
anxious to repay that debt.

nese and American traders were fully 
competent to take care of them- 
selves in commercial transactions.

Two years ago in August there was a trade 
balance against of $19,000,900.

War orders to an enormous amount 
caused this enormous increase in our ex- 
ports, but those exports were not limited 
to war munitions. Statistics compiled by 
the Department of Commerce show that in 
the shipment of mules and horses prior-to 
the war the exports amounted to $3,533,009, 
and in the ten months of the fiscal year 
just closed they amounted to $84,293,000. 
Were they sent over there for any purpose 
other than the war? Take the manufacture 
of brass, going into munitions of war chief- 
ly. Prior to the war it was $6,000,000; since 
the war began, $366,000,000; aeroplanes, be- 
fore the war, $194,000, and after the war, 
$6,270,000; automobiles and parts thereof, 
prior to the war, $20,000,000, subsequent to

meat and, dairy products, chiefly canned 
goods, $124,000,000 prior to the war, 8231.

On sixteen classes of products, all of 
which are used in large quantities by the 
armies in Europe, our exports increased 
from %$650.855,000 to $2,130,856,000—an in- 
crease of 227 per cent. 15 

Prior to the war in Europe 52.7 per cent. 
of Russia's imports came from Germany, 20 
per cent. of England’s imports came from 
Germany, 18 per cent of France's imports 
came from Germany and 15 per cent. of 
Italy’s imports came from German. 

If the agreement made between the allies 
at the Paris conference shall be carried 
out all these nations will, after the war, 
exclude German goods from their confines. 
During the war Germany bas left nothing 
undone to foster her industries, and when 
the war ceases she will be the most ag 
gressive nation in the world in seeking for- 
ien markets for exports. The United 
States will be a dumping ground for Ger- 
man-made goods and they will displace 
American-made goods and close our manu-

HY IS TRAGEDY GREATER THAN 

We ask not to precipitate an argument, 
but inquire why is it that in aesthetics 
those words generally hafied as great are 
almost tragic, or at least depressing? 

Not only among the ancients, but among 
the moderns, and in every form of art, it 
is so. The classicist would snort in ill- 
disguised ‘contempt in the face of one who 
sald the comedies of Aristophanes equaled 
the tragedies of Sophocles; and our theat- 
rical critics would gasp in tnarticulate 
amazement if someone ventured the sug- 
gestion that Charley Chaplin is in his way 
as great as Irving was in tragedy. 

Milton writing “Paradise Lost” came near 
vindicating the devil though avowedly try- 
ing to justify the ways of God to man; and 
the more hopeful, less tragic poem, “Para- 
dise Regained,” is not compared with the 
more tragic work. 

“If truth to life,” as the critics so glibly 
remark, be the footrule with which we 
measure greatness, then how comes it that 
Shakespeare’s comedies are not ranked 
with his tragedies; for in what degree of 
naturalness may Falstaff be called less 
“true to life” than Hamlet? ! 

Read the poems, read the novels, attend 
the operas, look upon canvases; the tragic, 
and the tragic only, are caressed with those 
terms reserved for the most excellent. In 
the course of years we have read some 
thousands of literary criticisms and never 
yet have seen one novel, one poem or one 
play hailed at any time by any critic as 


“great” or a8 much more than “deliciously | 


amusing” (whatever that nonsensical phrase 
may mean) unless it was a thing of tragedy 
or of satire. 

Clean-cut, out-and-out joy is taboo in 
the Halls of Fame. Our greatest poet is 
Poe, with his marvelous horrors; our “great- 
est American novelist” is Hawthorne, with 
his poignant “The Scarlet Letter;” the 
“greatest” modern writers are said to be 
the Russians, with their ghastly tales that 
leave the brain amazed and anguished. 

The psychologists can easily offer an ex- 
planation that explains nothing. True 
enough, tragedy is more intense than joy, 
and brings the emotions to a vortex, so to 
speak. But that does not explain why the 
harrowing, the anguishing, alone should—be 
“great.” We understand why the “Inferno” 
is a greater poem than “Hudibras;” but we 
cannot understand why Mark Twain is not 
as honored by his country as Poe? 

If “truth—to life” be the standard, as 
critics are assuring us every day of the 
year, then Poe would surely have to be 
discarded, for little that he wrote has the 
slightest bearing on the life that the ma- 
jority of people live or understand; while 


himself reflected in “Tom Sawyer.” We 
do not say that Poe’s greatness should be in 
any way minimized—we are simply baffled 
to understand why the artist must be tragic 
to be “great,” or to be thought “great” by 
those who speak the loudest with the voice 
of authority. 


The “Sign of Courage.” 

(Indianapolis News:] While England, 
Germany and France are open-handed in 
their recognition of deeds of distinguished 
courage and meritorious service in the 
world’s war, it may not be amiss to recall 
that these Christian governments were pre- 
ceded in the bestowing of awards of this 
character by a once famous but now for- 
gotten Mahometan Prince, Schamyl, Iman 
of Circassia. He was born in 1792 and died 
in 1871, and it was he who gave Russia 
more trouble than any of the warriors who 
ever opposed that mighty nation, as he was 
the winner of 100 fizhts fought in the fast- 
ness of Circassia. His military career be- 
gan in 1834. When he introduced his mili- 
tary code into the Caucasus mountains. he 
instituted an order of chivalry to reward 
hig brave followers, which he called the 
“Sign of Courage.” It was, composed of 
three degrees. The insignia were of en- 
graved silver. The first, in the form of a 
crescent, bore for its device a saber with 
the inscription in Arabic: This is the 
work of the brave.” Through this the hold- 
er must pass to the second. This was a 
disk with the figures cut through a saber 
with the device: “He who is thinking of 
the consequences is wanting in courage.” 
The third and highest was like the second, 
with a saber, a pistol and the inscription: 
“He who is thinking of the consequences is 
wanting in bravery. Be devoted and you 
shall be saved.” His stronghold was finally 
taken by the Russians, and he was for sev- 
eral years held in high captivity at Petro- 
grad

You see, we are none of us guiltless, 
If only he who is without sin casts 
the first stone, there isn’t going to 
be any first stone. We all have 
some very present memory to blush 
for. We may be able to point out 
our rectitude on one or two of the 
commandments, but we all break 
some of them. We are apt to con- 

that the ones we have 
been able to keep intact, through 
lack of temptation and opportunity 
or inherent disability, are the most 
important ones. But they are prob- 
ably all of equal importance when 
it comes to the day of reckoning, 
And the new commandment, the 
‘eleventh, is, perhaps, the most im- 
portant of all. There is nothing in 
quite such bad taste as hate. And 
hate is so belittling, such an amaz- 
ing compliment to pay an enemy. 
For hate and fear are synonymous, 
And it is peculiarly true that we 
hate most those whom we have 
wronged. Or those whom we would 
wish to wrong if we had the chance. 


Plain, straightfor- 


we fear them, because we are despi- 
cably jealous of them. Hate is usual- 
ly reserved for the dangerous com- 
petitor, whether it is in love, war, 
commerce or society. Hate is a con- 
fession of weakness and inferlority, 
And it is so wearing. It uses up 
the good vitality, mental and phys- 
ical, that would be so much more 
useful applied elsewhere. 

So few of our trespasses are delib- 
erate. They are committed thought- 
lessly, foolishly, but rarely in dead - 
ly earnest. That is probably why 
we are urged not to call our brother 
a fool. We are all fools rather than 
knaves. It ought to be so easy for 
us to forgive, having, if we paused 
to think about it, such a very sym- 
pathetic understanding of our 
mon human weaknesses. Bitter re- 
proaches, the stern, unforgiving at- 
titude we so often vouchsafe to 
quite minor trespasses, are really 
rather ridiculous. Our intolerance 
is laughable. If we had any sense 


to intolerance. And revenge! What 
could be more unspeakably idiotic? 
What good does revenge ever do for 
us, except to add another canker to 
our disturbing consciences? 

Revenge is for the petty-minded. 
Forgiveness for the great. Any fool 
can make enemies, but it takes a 
genius to keep the peace. 

But it also takes a large soul to 
apologize, to make amends. Con- 
trition, born in humility, acknowl- 
edged, explated, wipes out the bur- 
den. Once again we can hold our 
heads high and look our fellow-man 
in the face. That subtle sensation 
of being in the wrong, no matter 
how petty the occasion, is degrad- 
ing. We can't afford to remain in 
the wrong. And to bolster up petty 


trespasses with petty lies, how 
trumpery a thing it is! The Roman 
Catholic confessional, which re 


quires not only confession but expla- 
tion, restitution, earnest resolve, is 
not the least power of the Roman 
church. For the man who has con- 
fessed and expiated has a burden 
lifted from his soul and it leaves 
him fresh and clean for new en- 
deavor. 

It is good to hear our pastors 
harping on the importance of friend- 
ship. For we can only keep friends 
by deserving them. There is a 
whole world of philosophy in that 
last line of the verse of our child- 
hood: “Why did the lamb love Mary 
so? the eager children cry. Why, 
Mary loved the lamb, you know, the 
teacher did reply.”

BLACKLIST LEGISLATION. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES} | 
BY CHARLES M. PEPPER, 
Formerly Trade Adviser to the 
United States Department of State. 

NDUE commotion seems to 
have been raised over the re 
cent action of Congress in 

placing in the hands of the Presi- 
dent several persuasive means of in- 
suring the rights of the commerce 
of the United States. 

The fear of a commercial war, and 
of reprisals on the part of belliger- 
ent countries, can be dismissed. All 
of them recognize that the patience 
of the United States had reached 
a limit. 4 

As regards the Entente allies the 
question is not whether they have 
any intention of injuring American 
commerce iu their blacklists, their 
interference with the mails and their 
restrictions under which neutrals 
may ship goods. Stated without 
euphemism, the attitude of the allies 
is that their fight for existence jus- 
tifles them in whatever measures 
they make take to prevent commerce 
with the enemy countries. In other 
words, national necessity is superior 


to international law and the rights 


of neutrals. 

While the United States in {ts ot. 
ficial communications has distinctly 
refused to recognize such a doctrine, 
its acquiescence in unfriendly acts in 
many cases perhaps has justified the 
warring nations in believing that 
energetic protests would be all the 
action taken by the United States. 
Congress in placing a weapon in the 
hands of the President has rudely 
shattered this view. 

The State Department, always 
hopeful of what diplomacy may ac- 


complish, did not ask for all the 
powers that have been given the 


President. But Congress, without 
losing faith in the resources of 
diplomacy, has been compelled to 
face a situation in which those re- 
sources have failed. : 

Perhaps the President will not 
find it necessary to use any of the 
retaliatory powers placed in his 
hands. It is to be hoped that he 
will not. The fact that Congress spe- 
cifically has thrust these powers 
upon him may cause the belligerent 
countries to stop and take notice, 
and there may be less complaint of 
unfair treatment. 

The motive of the belligerent coun- 
tries is not all the issue. The diplo- 


how benevolent their purposes really 
are -need not be written. What the 
Washington administration must 
concern itself with is the results of 


| their acts. 


When the British blacklist was 
made public, it was pointed out that 
notwithstanding England’s conten- 
tion that the legislation was purely 
domestic, and notwithstanding the 
very lucid exposition of the harmless 
purpose of the blacklist given by the 
British Foreign Office, the results 
were likely to be injurious to Amert- 
can commerce. 

The British Foreign Office, in all the 
exchange of diplomatic amenities, 
suavely insists that there is no inten- 
tion to transfer trade from American 
companies to British companies. 
The specific instance of a San Fran- 
cisco firm whose business was ruined 
by the blacklist, and actually was 
transferred to British firms, is the 
answer to all these diplomatic com- 
munications. This case is said to 
have been the direct cause of the 
Senate’s action in providing Presi- 
dent Wilson authority to stop the 
blacklist boycott. 

The question involved in the dis- 
crimination against American to- 
baceo is somewhat similar to that in 
the blacklist. It may not be the pur- 
pose of the British or the French 
government to limit the market so 
that they can buy this tobacco at 
their own price, but when this is the 
outcome, whatever administration is 
in authority at Washington: must 
take notice of the effect regardless 
of the disinterested motives of the 
belligerents. 

France maintains a government 
monopoly of tobacco, and the French 
government, while it may not de- 
liberately seek means for compelling 
the tobacco growers of Virginia and 
Kentucky to sell their product at 
its own price, nevertheless is not 
likely to worry over the low prices. 
The Virginia and Kentucky tobacco 
growers, not understanding diplomat- 
ic euphemisms, quite naturally ex- 
pect their government to do some 
thing to protect them from this arti- 
ficial cheapening of their product. 

So far as the powers with which 
the President is clothed are limited 
to the duration ot the European war, 
no apprehension need be felt over 
their application. The special cir- 
cumstances govern. England, France 
and Italy know the situation. It is 
somewhat reassuring to learn that 
Furope's chancellories are con- 
cerned in the recent developments. 

Whether the diplomatic represent- 
atives confine themselves to the cus- 
tomary inquiries, or whether they. 
make formal! protest, is not.very im-

Secretary of the Interior Affirms 
Judgment that Frees of Blame 
an Entryman Who Illegally 
Sold Interest in Land

A decision of the Secretary of the 


the Genera] Land Office and Regis- 
ter Roche and Receiver Mitchell, is 
to the effect that if an entryman 
makes an illegal sale previous to 
making final proof concerning a des- 
ert land entry he can escape the ef- 
fects of such violation if he “backs 
up” in time. 

The opinion arose from the ac- 
tion of the local officials dismissing 
the contest initiated by H. L. Now 
ers against Alexander. Stewart, in- 
volving 200 acres in the vicinity of 
Little Rock. 

Mr. Flowers charged, and Mr. 
Stewart admitted, that the latter had 
made a contract with John F. Hol- 
loway for the sale of his interest in 
the land for $9000, of which Hollo- 
way paid $3000 in cash, giving notes 
for the balance. But Mr. Stewart 
declared that as soon as he found it 
would be a violation of law to so 
dispose of his land before final proof 
was made he rescinded his contract 
with Mr. Holloway, who was willing, 
and gave Mr. Holloway valuable wa- 
ter rights that would cover the pay- 
ment of $3000 and tore the two 
notes of $3000 each that Mr. Hollo- 
way had signed. 

The highest authority in the 
Land Department holds that under 
the law this can be done, But if 
the contract had not been revoked 
neither . er Mr. Btew- 
art would have awarded the 
land, as it is ——1 egal for an 
entryman to make a contract for 
the sale of his land pending the ap- 
proval of the final proof.
